I lie S to rm R a v ag es. 
IIayton (0.1, May l.'Jth.— l ite storm last 
night resulted in considerable damage. The 
raintall tilled belli the Miami rivers hank 
full. The drainage of the city led the 
water to Mam street, where the business 
blocks occupy all the ground. 
The thor­ 
oughfare became a river, and flooded all 
the store cellars, destroying quantities of 
goods. 
W alk creek levee broke, flooding 
the \\ est Side, underm ining structures and 
turning families out ol' small tenements. 
1 he l’atrol system carried the women and 
Children out of danger. The Little Miami 
raised nine leet between 9 p. m. and mid­ 
night, which fact indicates great damage to 
the farmers and gardeners of the valley. 
Railway bridges and culverts were washed 
out and telegraphic communication shut 
off front Dayton. The trains are all be­ 
hind time, and several hundred people are 
in the city. 
A washout on the Bee Line, 
four ntiies south of Dayton, took awav 500 
feet tit embankment. 
Little washouts are 
reported on every road out of Dayton. 
A ll 
kinds of extravagant rum ors are atioat con­ 
cerning loss of life. 
Reports from Springfield. 0 ., announce 
similar destruction by lightning and Hoods. 
Portions of two trains were derailed, but 
no loss of life was occasioned thereby. The 
foundations of several 
buildings 
were 
washed out, causing them to tum ble down, 
and several houses in the city and country 
were burned down from ic ing struck by 
lightning. At West Baltimore, O., George 
Wilkes, a prom inent farmer, was struck 
by lightning and killed. 


DAYTON AND V IC IN IT Y . 
D ayton (0.), May l.'jlh.—Dayton is iso­ 
lated, the telegraph and telephone w iresa'l 
being down. 
A storm of wind, rain and 
hail struck Dayton and vicinity at 8 o’clock 
last night. 
The small streams became 
rushing torrents, and the Miami river was 
a nughty flood, rai-ing nine let t in three 
hours, inundating liftv acres of houses in 
the Fourth W ard, and drowning horses 
and cows. The merchandise in the cellars 
was ruined, bridgtsin all directions swept 
away, farm buildings and dwellings de­ 
molished. and ail kinds of crops totally 
ruined. 
Fairmount is a total wreck. The 
church at Beavertown, where a prayer- 
meeting was in progress, was demolished, 
hut none of the panic-stricken worshipers 
seriously 
hurt. 
Dwellings there were 
twisted from their foundations. 
At the 
Shaker village, three miles east, many 
buildings were unroofed. 
A special train, 
with Superintend! lit Tucker, was wrecked 
near Osborn, and Tucker and six others in­ 
jured. The m rth-bounu freight on the 
Gincinuati, Hamilton and Dayton road 
dashed into a wa-hout at Possum Run, 
five miles south of Dayton, and the loco­ 
motive was carried 1.50 feet down the 
mighty torrent before sinking. At daylight 
a farmer, a mile across the waters, noticing 
signals ot distress, rescued the freight crew 
from the treetops. 
The engineer aud fire­ 
man were seriously injured. 
The rainfall 
was four and a half inches in three hours. 
Additional disasters, reported by the coun­ 
try peoplp, are constantly coming in.

Xenia ore. as yet, obtainable. From these 
it appears that the rainfall last night was 
the worst ever known in that part of the 
State. It was like a lengthened cloudburst, 
beginning at 8 o'clock and continuing until 
after 10. The Shawnee river, which runs 
through a portion of the town, with cot­ 
tages built on its banks, rose to an unpre­ 
cedented higlit. 
Exactly how the great 
volume of water acted—whether by being 
dammed and then breaking, or by its di­ 
rect course, is not yet known, but from 50 
to 100 buildings were swept from their 
foundations, and the inmates suddenly 
found themselves helpless in the angry 
rtood. How many lives were lost is not yet 
known, but at 12:30 the rescuing parlies 
had rescued 24 bodies. 
It is estimated that 
a number mote would yet be found. The 
storm is described as the most disastrous 
even known on the Little Miami Railroad. 
The nearest approach any train could make 
to the city was three miles. 
The bridges 
are all washed away, and sections of track 
also taken. Trees were blown down, fences 
destroyed and crops ruined, lt'will require 
days to repair the railroad. 


W H O LE FAMILIES DROW NED. 
Columbus, May 13tli.—A Xenia special 
to the Springfield Kttning (Inzrltc, which 
has just been received, says : There was a 
terrible wind an I rain-storm at 10 o’clock 
last night, with a wonderful electrical dis­ 
play. The water backed up at the east end 
of town to the bank against the Pan-handle 
Railroad. The bank gave way, and sud­ 
denly the llo >:! came clashing through the 
town along Shawnee creek in waves fifteen 
or twenty feet high, swept twenty or thirty 
houses away, and did $IUO,tHKi worth of 
damage. 
The gas works are Hooded, and 
the town is in darkness and terror. The 
cries of the people in the Hooded district 
were awful to hear. Many acts of heroism 
in saving the drowning were reported. 
Bonfires wi re lighted, and the people 
work i» i all night. Twenty bodies were re­ 
covered. and there is sliii a num ber miss­ 
ing. 
Win le families perished in the flooded 
districts. Tii> re was great damage to prop­ 
erty all round in the country, and the ex­ 
tent cannot be even approximated.

May 13th.— th e State J w n in f s 
Xenia special says : About 7 o’clock last 
evening terrible «1 .uds were seen gather­ 
ing. mi l terrific lightning, followed by 
peals of thunder. This lasted liii 9 o’clock, 
when an extraordinary chip seemed to 
open the gates, and rain fell in torrents. 
People living in houses on Water street 
escaped by every 
way possible. 
The 
snout seemed to vent its tury on that por­ 
tion of the city, and for a stretch of 150 
yard.- the Little Miami Railway is swept 
away. The spout struck the houses on 
W ater street, and 
tore them to pieces 
as if they were shells. A resident of the 
street states that within two minutes after 
the clap of thunder he stood in water up to 
his wai.-t. he being about 25yards from the 
creek. 
W hen the water reached the resi­ 
dence of Aaron Ferguson, it was swept 
away with nine inmates and lodged against 
the bridge, where they were afterwards 
rescued. The next damage was at the coal 
yard of Samuel Clui k, in which was located 
a tenement house occupied by a family of 
the name of Powell, nine in num ber." Up 
to Or. m. none of them had been, heard 
from. The next point of destruction was 
in w hat is known as "the bottoms." A 
dozen houses, occupied mostly by colored 
people, were here swei.t away. Dozens 
ot horses were lost, and the railroads lead­ 
ing out of the city were swept away, so 
that it is impossible to bear from outside 
points. At least a dozen trains are here 
and witliin a few miles of flue citv.

\\ hen Senator Stanford declared in his 
place in the Senate, that the passage of 
the interstate commerce bill would result 
in commercial disaster, he sjxike as a states­ 
man, a Senator of the United States, bear­ 
ing in view the full import of his words, 
and fully conscious of his obligations as a 
legislator. 
These were fortified by his 
broad experience as a railroad man. 
It is

C o n d itio n a n d P r o s p e c ts o f th e C rop s. 
Lieut. W. A. Glassford, of the Signal Ser­ 
vice Office, San Francisco, has issued the 
following summarized report of the condi­ 
tion and prospects of crops on the Pacific 
Coast as they appeared May 1st, the infor­ 
mation being taken from reports of volun­ 
tary observers of the Signal Sendee: 
For Oregon and W ashington Territory 
the reports are few, though they show that 
the grain is excellent; fruit a very large 
yield, except peaches, which will be°a 
light crop, and in sections the apples were 
injured by irost on night of April 30th. 
The reports for California cover the en­ 
tire State, and on a whole show that the 
entire yield of grain and fruit will be 
abundant. The excessive raius have di­ 
minished the prospects some, though the 
yield will be above the average. From all 
parts of the State the reports are that hay 
will be exceedingly abundant, though in 
the counties bordering on the coast in the 
southern part of the State, rust has dam­ 
aged the hay to some extent. 
Peaches 
generally will be a failure, also apricots, 
this on account of “ curl leaf” in the for­ 
mer, and frosts in the latter. The vine­ 
yards are all reported to be in a most 
promising condition, and the tonnage will 
be greatly above the average. One observer 
in Sonoma county reports “it would ap 
pear that irrigation was a benefit to grow­ 
ing vines, that the. April rains would 
largely increase the vintage of grapes this 
season.” 
In portions 
of Santa Clara 
county the cochin moth are abundant. The 
“moorpack ’ variety of apricots appear to 
be the most injured, and will yield the 
least; in some sections they are an entire 
failure. 
Barley is somewhat sm utty in 
Santa Barbara county. 
All grains and' 
fruit are very flattering in Colusa and Les 
Angeles counties. In the northern tier of 
counties, if no frost in May, the yield of 
fruits will be very large. 
In Sononra 
county, “ Early Crawfords" and cherries 
will be a light yield. The orange crop in 
Butte county promises about three-fourths 
an average yield ; this is owing to the ex­ 
cessive rains cooling the earth below the 
tem perature required for the well growth 
of citrus fruits.

PROHIBITION CONVENTION. 


I t N o m in a te s a F u ll S ta te 
a n d C on­ 
g re ss io n a l T icket- 
The Stale Prohibition Convention recon- 
j vened in the Senate Chamber of the State 
- Capitol at 9 a . m. yesterday. 
I 
After the reading of the minutes of the 
; first day's proceedings, by request Mrs. 
i Juliet Tuttle, a delegate from Fresno 
! county, a lady of excellent voice, sang 
j "Launch the Ship of Prohibition,” the 
chorus of which is: 
Cut the fetters, clear the way, 
All's in good condition; 
Launch, in these prophetic days, 
The ship of Prohibition. 
The Chair announced that the next thing 
in order would be nomination of a ticket. 
Dr. McLane jilaced in nomination, in the 
most eulogistic manner, for Governor of 
the State. Joel Russell of Alameda county. 
AD. Russell was nominated by acclamation. 
H e was called out and made a stirring 
speech, in wiiich lie declared a vigorous 
war ujKin rum. Republicanism ami De­ 
mocracy. The first evil ruled the two lat­ 
ter. The speech was enthusiastically ap­ 
plauded. 
Colonel Babcock placed in nomination 
for Lieutenant Governor Hon. A. D. Boren, 
of San Bernardino, and his nomination 
was made by acclamation. 
For Supreme Judges—Wm. C. Mtirpliy oi 
Yuba, ana Robert Thompson of San Fran­ 
cisco, were nominated. 
The other nominations were as follows:

W h e r e a s , This Convention 
has e x c lu d e d 
from its platform a declaration in favor of wo­ 
m an suffrage, and it appearing that sueii ex ­ 
clusion may lead to m isapprehension in regard 
to the opinions oi the m em bers of the Conven­ 
tion, therefore he* it 
R oared, That we most em phatically declare 
it to be our opinion that the im m ediate and u n ­ 
conditional enfranchisem ent of woman would 
surely tend to the highest interest of the whole 
people and forever p u t au end to the traffic in 
intoxicating liquors, and th a t for these reasons 
—us individuals—we will, at all tim es, use 
every lawful mid proper m eans to secure ail 
am endm ent to the Constitution of the state con­ 
ferring ujiou women the right to vote. 
The officers of the Stale Central Commit­ 
tee were announced as follows : J. A. Fair­ 
banks, President; Joel Russell, Vice-Presi­ 
d e n t; Rev. George Morris, Secretary ; Dr. 
R. H. McDonald, Treasurer. 
Hie Executive Committee consists of the 
above officers and Dr. M. F. Clayton, E. P>. 
Fowler and C. Henderson. 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 
The refusal of the Convention to adopt a 
plank in their platform indorsing woman 
suffrage, was not very graciously received 
by the female members of the Convention. 
Mrs. Emily Pitt-Stcvens felt very much 
wounded, and openly declared that ” wom­ 
an had been stabbed in the house of her 
friends. ’ She did not like to see the lords 
of creation “ silting down ” upon the W om­ 
an’s Christian Temperance Union, an or­ 
ganization upon whose efforts the success 
of prohibition largely depended. She said 
that a Prohibitionist who said iie was in 
favor of woman suffrage, and then dare 
not give ex] rcssion to iiis sentiments in 
tln-ir platform, was a dishonor to the Pro­ 
hibition party ; lie did not deserve to be 
called a Prohibitionist. 
Oilier 
lady members, while not so 
outspoken as the well-known lecturers, had 
considerable to say during the recess hour, 
and the attention of every male member 
was called to the following, the words of 
Miss F. E. W illard, as primed in the Cali­ 
fornia i'uice: 
Prohibition is the highest essence of the mod­ 
ern spirit; it seeks a body th at can authorita­ 
tively carry out its will. This it has found ill a 
political movem ent which dedicates men to the 
projiosition “ The saloon must go." out of this 
party, under changed nam e and widened plat- 
torm, w ill come, as the ffnal evolution ot the 
century, wom an’s ballot as a tem perance m eas­ 
ure, the necessary sequence of the party's logic 
and the m ilitary exigency ot its policy. The 
well-ordered hom e is the only true m iniature of 
a well-ordered State. The tem perance reform 
cannot reach its largest and most beneficent de­ 
velopment wiiile h alf the wisdom, more than 
half the purity, and nearly aii the gentleness of 
hum an nature are unexpressed in the decisions 
ot tiie ballot-box, the Court-room and the 
hull of legislation. 
A party to unify the 
North and South against that liquor power 
which js I he sworn domestic foe of both is com­ 
ing fast, to blot Mason and Dixon's itne out of 
the heart as well as oil the map, and give us not 
only a really re-United States, but " two heads 
in council" as well as “ tw o beside the iieurth," 
and. as the sequel of all this, an outlawed liquor 
traffic and a protected home. Bartholdi's statue 
of Liberty has a won:all's form, and depicts bis 
m other's face. It will be lilted to its jiedestal 
before the close of our first tem perance ccnturv. 
and will symbolize liberty according to law. " 
“ Not like the brazen giant of Greek fame. 
With brawny limbs astride from land to ¡and ; 
Here at our sea-washed, sunset gates shall stand 
A m ighty woman, with a torch whose llame 
is the im prisoned lightning, and her nam e 
Mother of Exiles.” 
To what shall she welcome the exiles from 
less happy countries, with her calm, tender, 
m otherly fare looking out toward the unpilriug 
sea in the countries to come .' To a republic 
based on the idea of a protected home ; to a sys­ 
tem of education that extinguished Plutonian 
that it might light Prom ethean fires; to a gospel 
country w here Christ reigus. not in form, but in 
fact, and wiiere the liquor traffic shall no more 
hurt or destroy in redeemed America—the Holy 
M juntain of the Lord. 


A P R O H IB IT IO N PA RTY tX IU SPE N SA B LE. 
A large num ber of the delegates, espe­ 
cially those who had been chosen for the 
different offices, made speeches congratu­ 
lating the party on tiie harm ony that had 
prevailed during the session of the largest 
Convention of the kind ever held west of 
the Rocky Mountains. One of them said, 
and he seemed toexpress the sentiments of 
all, for “ Amen " went up all over the Con­ 
vention : 
And even now a llood of light is opened on 
this great moral question. Some of the people 
are heard to say : " W hat are you going to do 
about it '.’” 
W hat we are going to do about it 
will soon l«e apparent. Never in the history of 
th e country has there been so m uch agitation 
on this question, but up to. Ihe present tim e it 
lias been confined to a com paratively few con­ 
scientious m en and women, whose convictions 
and argum ents find an echo in the enthusiasm 
and appreciation of the most practical m ethod 
of dealing with this awful crim e, ami this 
m ethod now dem andsthe imm ediate and utter 
annihilation of rum -selling by prohibition, 
it 
is now very generally conceded tiiai nothing 
but prohibition can destroy tbis monster evil, 
and there should be no half-way measures, no 
Compromises, no royalty on crim e, no conces­ 
sions. 
but 
by 
the 
quickest, surest, best 
and only 
practical 
way, 
the 
finul 
and 
only 
solution 
of 
the 
whole 
difficulty, 
through prohibition and a prohibition party to 
enforce it. The effectual way of rebuking the 
party politicians for th eir subserviency to the 
saloon interest is by •• standing up to l>e count 
cd." 
The only effectual way of getting counted 
is by a third party. The most effectual way of 
m aking public se'utiment and getting m en to be 
counted is bv jiarty organization. One cam ­ 
paign on the distinct issue of prohibition, con­ 
ducted like the Frem ont cam paign ol '56, on the 
distinct issue of anti-slavery, would evoke more 
conscience and root more conviction than teu 
years of talk inside the old party. The straight- 
est, surest, swiftest, honestes* road to proliibi 
tion is by a third party. 
" Our iriends, the enem y,” necessitate party 
organization for prohibition. They are com­ 
pact. aggressive, defiant, unscrupulous, ready to 
east their vote solidly against the i>arty that 
threatens them with hostile legislation. They 
care little or nothing for the negro, oreivil 
service reform . or tariff', or auything else, com ­ 
pared with th e liquor traffic. The saloon is 
tirst and chief. 
Yet they dare uot m ake it a 
distinct, naked issue, and form a party solely in 
the interests of that infam óos business. They 
know tiie American people, w hen brought face 
to face with the single offensive issue, would 
bury it under an avalanche of adverse votes. 
So they play fast and loose w ith the two exist­ 
ing parties—they fliug their vote to the best bid­ 
der; they have uo scruples where or w hat they 
favor, if so be they can favor, first and last 
always, Ihe saloon. ’ 
A resolution was passed returning thanks 
to Secretary of State Thompson for his 
many kind attentions, and the local press 
for tiie fair and impartial m anner in which 
their proceedings had been reported. 
At 12 o'clock. ” high noon," having fin­ 
ished fiieir labors, at the suggestion of 
Jesse Yaracll. of Lo3 Angeles, the Conven­ 
tion arose and sang, under the leadership 
of Mrs. Juliet Tuttle, of Fresno, “A m eri­ 
ca." making the State Capitol ring with tiie 
national anthem . Afterward all joined in 
singing the doxotogy, and the Convention 
adjourned sine die.

In his summary for April, Mr. Tilcomb, 
the observer, says ; " The average monthly 
temperature was lower than u su al; two- 
thirds of the mornings were frosty ; ice be­ 
ing formed nine mornings. The tempera­ 
ture of the soil at a depth of two feet from 
tiie surface was about 48°. Peach, plum 
trees, etc., were in bloom during the firs’ 
week, and on toward the middle of the 
month. It is probable that the prospect of 
fruit from this source was seriously im ­ 
paired by the severe frosts of the 3d and 
the 18lh. 
Apple trees were beginning to 
bloom during the last week of the month. 
So far as can he learned thus far, the crop 
prospects in the valley are favorable fi r an 
average yield.

Crown P oint Mine.—The new ditch 
from the Idaho to convey water to the 
Crown Point and Badger Hill mines, is 
completed, and the Crown Point will com­ 
mence tbe use of the water as soon as a 
pipe-line is laid down from tbe ditch tothe 
works, which will give a pressure of eighty- 
five feet, and atiord considerable more 
power than has been obtained by taking 
the water from W olf creek. 
The mine 
continues to yield well, and the ledge at 
the bottom of the shaft, which is 300 feet 
in depth, is looking very well. 
The ledge 
is seven feet wide, and makes a pood show­ 
ing of gold. No drifting had been done at 
the bottom of tbe shaft when tbe mine was 
formerly operated, but drifts are now be­ 
ing run both ways from thesbaft. In clean­ 
ing out the shaft it was found that an old 
drill existed 20 feet below the 180 foot 
levei which Mr. Gauthier has opened, but 
it was wailed up at the distance of 20 feet 
from thesbaft, and there is r.o knowledge 
existing as to how far it was extended by 
tbe former company, but it is evident that 
some very poor mining was done, as the 
miners run over tbe ledge, which was on 
tbe foot-wall, and set their timbers upon it 
to hold up tbe drifts, and never broke into 
the ledge at all. 
The prospects of the 
Crown Point continue as favorable as ever, 
the ledge both on the 180 and 300 levels be­ 
ing large a«d of excellent paying quality.
